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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Sir: 

In the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance attached to the 
Notice of Allowability mailed June 29, 2005, the Examiner listed reasons for the allowance 
of the claims. However, the features noted by the Examiner do not accurately reflect what 
is recited in each of the independent claims. For example, independent Claims 7 and 15 do 
not recite causing the same kind of nozzles in the nozzle column of each ink color to 
perform a preliminary ejection at a time. Further, independent Claims 13 and 15 are 
method claims and do not recite any "means". Nevertheless, Applicants respectfully 
submit that each of the pending claims is allowable for its combination of claimed features.
